The farmers in the Vulcan and 
sumlanding districts are (till re¬ 
joicing over the great rain which 
seemed to be neither too early or 
too late, but just right, jadging 
from opinions of the majority. 
The rain will, besides doing an 
amoant of good, stop the stork of 
the cut worm to a large extent 
ia whit few localities it was at 
work. 

Seeding of all kinds seems to be 
pretty well through dost, sod 
breaking and summerfallowing are 
in full swing, and the ploughing 
could hardly be better. Most 
farmers are realizing the import¬ 
ance of early stork on summer- 
fallow land, and although in weedy 
lands the rains will make extra 
work in keeping the steeds down, 
yet when it is remembered that by 
cleaning the steeds up they are 
killed, the apparent extra stork 
does not amount to anything but 
good and leaves the land in 
splendid shape. It is well to re¬ 
member that the time to kill steeds 
is when they are small, and the 
moisture saved in the killing of 
them will well repay for the opera-

A docen rifles cracked, and the 
rider fell on the ground 

Wfcen the Belgians entered the 
farmhouse they found seventeen dead 
and a few sounded c omrades 

From the wounded they learned 
this sinister story; 

8bortl> after the party enteYtd the 
farm bouse they tit the stove and sat 
a round It 

Shortly afterwards they heard foot¬ 
er epa above, and g mau with a green 
>oahet pulled over his eyes and wear¬ 
ing a grey .cloak slowly descended 

the ladder from the loft. 

He aald the farmer, his cousin, had 
sent him to get tome money hidden 
In the loft, and the Belgians, believing 
him to be an Inhabitant of the coun- 
tryaide. let him go. 

Boon the little party fall asleep, 
being overcome by subtle poisonous 
fumes from the stove.' How long 
they drowsed they could not tell, but 
they were rndely afoused by sheila 
burstlag in the farmhouse. 

They tried to rtaa. bub the stove 
neld them prisoners, and so It was 
that some of them were killed and 
others Injured by shells 

Suddenly the man re appeared, and 
finding them all belpleas. drew his 
revolver and menared them 

Thra he went through the pockete 
af the dead, placing the proceeds of 
his Infamous robbery into two itn 
meuse pockets under his msntle. 

When he had finished robbing the 
dead, he turned his attention to the 
living, incapable of resistance But 
| at that moment his horse neighed, 
and he made his vain dash for life. 


Chronicle* a Vast Amount of Work 
Far Ben*fit of the Farmers 

The work and eoopa of the Expert 
mental Farms and Stations have de¬ 
veloped to snob an extant that It has 
been found necessary for the sake of 
convenience to devote two volumes 
of nearly five hundred pages each to 
the main or aggregate report for the 
year ending March SI. 1914 In the 
first volume la presented the reports 
of the director and the divisions of 
chemistry, field husbandry and animal 
husbandry. It la by a study of these 
chronicles that as Idea can be obtain 
ed of the vast amount of work that Is 
being dona and an appreciation ar 
rived at of a resultant good. 

In the first few pages are given the 
usual comparative tablet of grain 
yields and prices and of live stock for 
the five years extending from 1909 to 
1913. each of which, excepting horses 
and swtne, show a decrease In the 
western provinces, slpce 1910. in ihe 
western provinces there wee a defle 
tency of upwards of 300,000 cattle be 
tween the same year and 1913. but 
an Increase of nearly half a million 
horses and only a rlight disparity In 
sheep, which, however, are showing a 
tendency to Improvement Bwlne In¬ 
creased by upwards of 600.000 In 
British Columbia the numerical 
changes were comparatively llg it. 
Naturally much space la given to *- 
porta of experiments nt the different 
farms and stations. Theta experi¬ 
ments. It Is hardly necessary to say. 
cover wvery variety of grsla. fruit and 
vegetable production. a« well ss soil 
developemnt, crop management, culti¬ 
vation of forage plants and grasses, 
live stock breeding and dairying It 
will ba Impossible to over-estimate 
the importance qf the. Information 
thue furnished. 

Of course nt this time when the 
value of Increase by Improvement of 
production is being stienuously urged 
the reports are of special Interest 
It is not alone with what may be 
termed activities of the farm proper 
that they deal, but also with building, 
with clearing, with road making, with 
ornamental gardening. In short, the 
reports constitute clrtually an ency¬ 
clopedia of farming and Its branches 
brought up to date 

While, at baa been said. Volume I. 
i Is devoted to the review by the direc¬ 
tor -end reports of the divisions of 
chemistry, field husbandry and ani¬ 
mal husbandry. Volume II. presents 
the reports of the divisions of horti¬ 
culture. cereals, botany, entomology, 
forage plants, poultry and tobacco. 
All that has been said or the com 
pleteneaa In its contents of the first 
volume can be repented of the second 
It. too. la a useful rompllatloi and a 
sample in detail of the benefits to be 
derived from scientific and painstak¬ 
ing research. 

Aa In the preceding years, the mat¬ 
ters dealt with In this volume arc 
divided Into sections (a) (living pr? 
else Information, of ths work at the 
Experimental Farms in the divisions 
referred to, and (b> Treating of the 
various lines of experimental work 
under way throughout the system- It 
la explained that the latter section 
Is devised and designed with a view 
to aiding the farmer more directly la 
the details of his vocation It la 
worthy of wide distribution One 
thing certain is that the nature'of the 
report! makes them deserving of the 
closest attention. 4'oplea may he ob¬ 
tained by making appllrution to the 
Publications Branch.

Market Open for Canada 


Goeben waa Deterred 

by British Boldness 


Ntw Zealand Want. Our Wheat an* 
Offers a Good Market 

There la a good market open 1 ihe 
present lime in New Zealand for Caa- 
adlan wheat and flour, and Canadian 
exporters would not find much dlffl 
cully in establishing themselves In 
it. Accbrdtng to a consular report by 
W. A fteddoe, received by the depart 
ment of trade aod commerce, the 
wheat crop of New Zealand la short 
aod the visible supplies prevlout to 
tho new crop are hot sufficient to 
supply the dally demand for flour. 

On Novomber IS. 1914. a wheat cen¬ 
sus waa taken. showin| that there 
were in the hands of the merchants 
132,863 bushel*, while according to a 
census taken on January, 19, 1916, 
showing the large decrease to 46,668 
bushels. This is a decrease In the 
stocks on hand of 87.000 bushels la 
two months Although ths ultimate 
forecast had not beeu made at the 
time of bis writing, he sUted that ow¬ 
ing to drought this seksou s crop 
would be abort and points out the 
fact that a market for Canadian 
* heat and flour will be available in 
New Zealand for some time to come. 

During the season 1913-13 the crop 
of wheat from 169.669 acres waa 6.- 
179,636 bushels The exports amount 
cd to 665.305 bushels, na against 1.- 
364.667 bushels the previous year 
New Zealand has now ceased to be an 
exporttr of wheat, and te-an import¬ 
er. Except in time* of shortage when 
prices rise above a normal level. NOV 
Zealand farmers generally find other 
crops more profitable. Last year's 
crop of wheat waa Insufficient for 
local needs, and the war demand, to 
gather with the drought in Australia, 
bus mado importation difficult. 

The export of wheat from New Zea¬ 
land lias been prohibited until furth¬ 
er notice. There la every indication 


Cruiser Gloucester, Pursuing Goeben 
and Breslau, gleaming on Varg* 
of Disaster 

Tha king has conferred the Order 
of tha Bath, third class, upon Captain 
Kelly of H.M.S Gloucester, in i .‘cog¬ 
nition of hla services during the 
chase of the German cruisers Goeben 
and Breslau Jusi after the ouitypik of 
war. The report of the Gloucester 
shows that tha Goeben could hnv* 
caught sod sunk her at any time had 
■he dared to turn upon her. The 
Goeben waa apparently deterred oy 
the Gloucester's boldness, which gave 
the lmpraslaon that support waa close 
at hand. The official order conferring 
the honor Upon Captain Kelly, publish¬ 
ed la the London Ornette, says: 

-‘‘This combination of audacity with 
restraint anffninswervlng attention to 
the principal military object—name¬ 
ly, holding on to the Goeben without 
tempting her too much, in strict con¬ 
formity with orders, constitutes a

Demand Far Breadetuffa Will Soon bo 
Enormouo 

There la at the present time about 
two billion bushels of wheft, the pro¬ 
duction of tho countries at war, ll*d 
up. Thfa is about one half the world's 
total production of wheat, which la 
four billion bushels. One writer ar¬ 
gues that granting that tha warring 
nations produce a one-half crop in tho 
coming year, a deficit of one billion 
bushels will still be shown. Tha three 
countries upon which the filling of 
this deficit of one billion bushels will 
reht are tha 1‘nlted States. Canada 
and Argentina. The combteeil output 
of theae .countries Hi only 1,349;000. 
their exportable surplus would, of 
cours*. be much less, so It ran easily 
be seen that the question la not ona 
to be easily solved and It behooves all 
the above countries to lncreafte their 
respective productions as much as 
they possibly can. for when the war 
is over and trade begins to re-estab¬ 
lish Itself and thi nations nndergo 
a process of rehabilitation, the de¬ 
mand for all breadatulfa wMFbe enor¬ 
mous.

Not a Single Austrian Fall Waa Tak#n 
at ths Fall of Ptrmysl 

A remarkable feature of the surren¬ 
der of the Galician fortress of Per¬ 
m') si waa the fact that not a single 
Austrian flag was raptured, says the 
Russky Slovo. Tbe secret of their 
disappearance was discovered, this 
newspaper says further, through the 
confession of Slav war prisoners, who 
arrived at Kieff. They »»id that the 
night before the surrender all the 
flags were torn Into strips. The** 
strips were numbered and distributed 
among Individuals, who hid them in 
the linings of their coats and cap« 
They were require^ to take an oath 
to restore them (fpon their release 
from captivity, ao that tha flag might 
be reconstructed, thus giving to the 
regiment the right to a rubber cor¬ 
porate eaietence 

A search of the prisoners revealed 
many such fragments of flags. In.the 
handle of a bag belonging to General 
Thom each I a As; *vas found intact. 

Alt other Insrgnla and regimental 
mementos were destroyed before the 
capitulation.

CROP DIVERSIFICATION AND MIXED 
FARMING IS MORE REMUNERATIVE 

ANALYSIS OF THE COST OF TJR^IN PRODUCTION 


The Necessity of Mixed Farming is Becoming More Pronounced 
and I n vet ligations Carried on in Canada Show that 
Diversification Brings Greater Prosperity 4 


Probably the moat outstanding and 
difficult problem for the farmer, and 
Indirectly, the country as a whole, la 
In foretelling the result of a certain 
crop, before U la planted. Pew can do 
tble. The greater the pity, for, could 
this gift be attained with any measure 
ef succees. agriculture would be lifted 
from (to us a rather backhsyed 
phrase) being more or lees a game of 
chance This gift tacking, the neces 
city of crop diversification and mUted 
farming la being more frequently cit¬ 
ed. la a one crop country ta country 
where one crop, wheat, for Instance. 
Is more or lean the. principal one, aa 
In Canada) this claaa of farming la 
more to be urged than elsewhere, hut 
lh« advantages to tbj Individual farm¬ 
er in any section are equally great. 

Naturally, accept loan to this. rom« 
ap. but as a rule, tie argument holds 
true and this la strongly emphasized 
by the statistical result of a recent 
Investigation carried on In this coun 
try. The Census and Statistical Of¬ 
fice of tbe Department of Trade and 
Commerce, because there were Indi¬ 
cations that in the northwestern pro¬ 
vinces the profits from grain growing, 
jsrhen not supplemented by stock rais¬ 
ing, were lets remunerative than for 
merly, undertook to ascertain the coat 
per acre In 1913, of producing Ihb 
more Important crops, the value per 
acre of the produce and the profit per 
acre for each crop. The Investigation 
Vas supplemented by a similar one 
serried on in 1911 * 

According to the American Anallot, 
the correspondents of Ihe depart¬ 
ments for the most pert agree that 
mixed farming la more profitable than 
growing grain alone. Thla la true not 
only because the fertility of the land 
la maintained by the return to the 
ground of farmyard manure, but be 
cause the practice of mixed farming 
Insures cleaner an richer land, and 
cleaner grain, permits the best rota¬ 
tion of crops, provides labor all the 

{ ear round, and creates a home mar- 
et for cheap fodder Also, through 
• mourning diversification. It tSlOB, 
to aome extent, to tnaure stability of 
profits 

In the latter, some surprising varia¬ 
tions between the two yesrs on which 
returns are made were developed. Of 
tlie six crops investigated—fall wheat 
spring wheai. corn. oats, barley and 
flax—*three show Increased profits per 
acre hi 1913 ever 1911. end three de¬ 
creases. Fortunately the gains were 
In the rnoro Important grains. Both 
spring and fall wheat yielded the 
farmer more profit per acre, tbe form¬ 
er showing a gain of over 14 per cent., 
and corn made an even better record 
The gain In corn was wholly due to 
n substantial reduction In the coat of 
producing It. Indeed, the value per 


acre of that crop was less la 1913 
than* In 1911. and the reduction In 
coats, amounting to $2 If per sere, 
was sufficient to offset this and.si ill 
•how p far larger percentage on’ tbe 
favorable side of the farmer's balance 
sheet than any of the othrr crop*. 
Thla is the more surprising when It 
Is considered that with all the other 
crops the changs In coat of produc¬ 
tion was practically nominal. The 
greatest change In profit per am? was 
In Aas. which, notwithstanding a 
•mall decline In production coat, fell 
off from $7.11 to 9l.lt, a loss of near¬ 
ly 95 per coat Tbe lone In value per 
aere of this crop was 91 54. or 13 per 
cent. 

-tome la teres Dig figures are pre¬ 
sented showing tbe division of pro¬ 
duction coate In 1913. Tbe prim Ipsl 
Item In all cases was the coat of pro* 
paring the ground, which Included the 
Hems of plowing, disking, pecking and 
harrowing. There are mile variation 
in preparation coals, except for corn, 
which waa In the . elghborbood of 40 
per cent more than tbe average for 
the other crops Tbe cost of seeds nat¬ 
urally varied considerably, end waa 
tbe second Item In Importance up to 
tbe harvesting time. The coat of 
planting seeds ranged from 56 cents 
for flasr, to 91 27 for corn. Tha cost of 
cultivation of .he latter was also far 
greater than for spy of the others, be¬ 
ing |2 95 per acre, as compared w ith 
49 cents per acre for flax, and 72 cents 
for fall wheat, which waa the highest 
after corn. As a matter of fact, every 
Item lh per acre coat of growing corn 
is far greater than for the o(her crops 
except for seed. 

An Interesting factor In the produc¬ 
tion cost sheet Ta that of rental value. 
This figure waa reached, where tbe 
land was rented, by taking the aver¬ 
age paid per acre; where It waa own¬ 
ed, the rental value was ascertained 
by a calculation of the value of the 
land and tbe rate of lntereet on money 
loaned, in the particular locality un¬ 
der consideration, on that kind of real 
estate. The average value of the land 
varies considerably in tbe different 
sections of tbe Dotnlofbn. ranging 
from $24 per acre In Alberta and 8ae- 
katchewan, to 9167 n British Colum¬ 
bia In the latter province, however, 
the high value of the land la due not 
to graiu but to fruit growing. For the 
entire country, the average land 
value, which Includes In this cane only 
Improved land growing crops, was 
$40 In 1914. against $37 In 1912. 

Throughout the Maritime Provinces 
and In Ontario the prevailing rate of 
Interest was returned at f per cent 
last year. In Manitoba. Alberta and 
British Columbia. 8 per cent., and in 
Saskatchewan 9 per rent.—Journal^f 
Commerce

Saskatchewan .Is Rich In lineral 

Deposits 

There lies hidden below the sur¬ 
face of the soil in Saskatchewan near¬ 
ly 60 billion tons of coal, according to 
the latest estimate of the department 
of mines of Canada. Tills huge re¬ 
serve of coal covers a territory of 
13,406 square miles, Consisting of six 
townships In the Souris district, and 
5.900 square miles In the western 
portion of the province. 

’The treeless plans, says the Com¬ 
mercial, commenting upon those fig 
urea, "are not without their fuel re¬ 
serves that may be productive long 
after tho woods of tbs eastern prov¬

In a general way, w« all knsw this 
has been r good agricultural couutry, 
bnt how many know the extent of 
our idle wealth? How many Canad¬ 
ians know haw many acres of land 
are under cultivation; how tuauy 
acres of virgtn soli we have; how 
tuui-h of tbe world’s supply of food 
and fodder we have beea-ffroduclng? 

Few clilteos realise that Canada 
has sufficient fertile land now )>lng 
Idle lo feed tbe whole world. The 
world's total production or wheat la 
In the neighborhood of 4,000,000 bush¬ 
el a During tbe past few years Can¬ 
ada's average production has been 
less than .'oo.ooo.noo bushels, yet 
Cased* has 434.290,000 acres of the 
finest agricultural land In the world, 
with only 3f,SS!(.390 acres under cul¬ 
tivation. the latter Ineluding the land 
under cultivation for wheat as well as 
for all other field crops. 

If the remaining Idle land were 
put under cultivation, Canada could 
produce 8,000,000.000 bushels of 
wheat, or double its total production 
or tbe whole world 

And what a glgai.tlc addition to the 
wealth or tha Dominion would this 
Involve, and what a reduction In the 
high cost of living woud be effected 

Todey Canada, with an annual 
wheat production of about 200 000,000 
bushels, occupies fifth place among 
tbe nation* of leh world berely beat 
ing out Italy, with'rts circumscribed 
area, it should easily hold first place 
among the wheat-producing nations 
of the world Russia occupies that 
position with an annual production 
of 962.000.000, or about five times 
greater than Canada. The United 
States comes second with an annual 
production of 819,000,000 bushels. 
British India third with 351.000.000 
ahd France fourth with 356.000.000 
bushels Germany bolds eighth place 
with an annual production of 175,01)0, 
000 bushels, or only 260 . 000 , 00 ) bush 
els less then Canada, although the 
latter's area is eighteen times great¬ 
er than thki of Germany. 

Grain expsrts of world renown es¬ 
timate that thla year there wUl be a 
wheat shortage of one billion bushels, 
and to prevent general suffering this 
shortage must be supplied by Canada, 
the United States and Argentina; the 
latter country’s production In past 
years has been somewhat lose than 
Canada's. 

In addition to the prosperity that 
will come to Cauada from the locreaaa 
In tbe population not only of wheat 
•lose, but of bay, oats, barley and 
field crops of every nature and kind, 
the high prices will further augment 
the country's prosperity During the 
American Civil war wheat sold at 92 
a bushel; during tbe Napoleonic war 
It sold at 9186 a bushel, during the 
Franco-Prussian war It sold at $1.90 
a bushel; and during the RusaoTurk¬ 
ish war It sold at $1.76. 

These w ars w ere small a..alrs com 
pared with the present Armageddon, 
in which the number of men engaged 
Is unprecedented, with a consequent 
shortage of food and fodder 

Already European buyers are going 
through Canada buying up this year's 
crops of wheat, hay .and oats, and it 
Is aald they are paying $1 60 per bush 
e] for whedt at hi n'ett. 

Nsxt In Importance to tbe wheat 
the oat and barley crop. The 
world’s production of the former Is 
about 4.540.000,000 bushels and of the 
latter about 1,600,000.000 bushels Sig¬ 
nificant to Canada la the fact that 
there will be a heavy curtailment of 
the crops of oats and barley In Eur¬ 
ope this year. 

Tbe world wide shortage of field 
crops will not be confined to wheat, 
barley and oats, but to everything 
that constitutes food for man and 
beast. The bread and potato riots In 
Berlin at this early date look omin¬ 
ous. and tbe edict has gone forth from 
Berlin that no more than one egg is lo 
be eaten by one person In five days- 
lltla situation la In fare of the fact 
that a few months ago, Ontario Uni¬ 
versity professors were entertaining 
the Inhabitants with the Information 
that Germany was a perfectly self 
sustaining nation, aud could not be 
starved Into submission.

260 worth of eggs, but as her Import¬ 
ing facilities will |»e Interfered witb 
tor some time, the shortage of eggs 
In Germany Is likely to become ser 
ions.

Measuring Distances 

The French “Metre'* and the Rusaiar 
"Varat" 

War, besides being a great leveler, 
la also a great educator. Places we 
!i.d nevr otra heard of previously 
•rn now becoming as ’’familiar lo o*.r 
mouths as household words." The 
distance so often mentioned lo des¬ 
patches are art to be somewhat con¬ 
fusing m.leas understood. It ougn*. 
however, to be quite easy to remem 
ber that a metre measures about one 
and ouc-twelfth yards, or more ex¬ 
actly 39 27 Inches. A decametre Is ten 
metro*, a hectometre Is 100 metres, or 
s little more than three-fifths of a 
mile. 

The Russians express theNengih 
of their marches or the distance from 
place to place In vents. A verst Is 
rather more than a kilometre, the ex 
•ct distance being 0 66288 of a mile, 
or between three-fifths aod four-fifth* 
of that distance. 


The Coming Russia 
U is reported In Petrograd that the 
Cxar la formulating a decree providing 
for compulsory education to be In full 
force and effect throughout tbe era 
pire within five years after the cldse 
of the war. The significance of such a 
move can scarcely be overstated. Rus> 
sla has a population of more than 
160 . 000 , 000 . two-thirds of which la 11- 
rate at present The possibilities 
of such a nation, all educated and In¬ 
habiting one of the richest and most 
extensive areas In the world, are lim¬ 
itless.

"Belgium, though bruited and 
qqiveriog Is n ot dead Nor will sbe 
ever die. since In tbe eyes of the 
whole world she Incarnates a prin¬ 
ciple necessary to the life of the 
world, she knows that her very sac¬ 
rifice and apparent death are* the 
most beautiful proofs of her living 
reality. She la possessed of a touch 
Ing cemfidence that neither repeated 
trials, nor an oppression every day 
becoming more odious, uor even 
time Itself can shake And so she 
waits Valiant amidst her blood 
stained fields, silent, she appeals by 
her very silence and proud suffering 
to that Justice for which she hun 
gers and thirsts." 

It is less by the mighty bailies 
lost and gained than by the ruin and 
devastation wrong) t that this greet 
war will be remembered. By the 
vile atrocities she has committed, 
and not by her military excellence 
and powerful army. Germany will be 
known to posterity

expenses. Considering that prices 
received In former yesrs ranged from 
10 rents to 13 cents per pound, the 
results were most satisfactory.

The Saskatchewan government bo- 

llares that tn this purely agricultural 
province, every possible effort should 
no mads to ettoourage and develop an

These articles can no longer bo ob¬ 
tained from Germany.”
